GIRL WORKERS AND THE GRANT. 


(FROM OUR BELFAST CORRESPONDENT. 

The unemployment grants are being paid to 
a considerable number of persons in Belfast, 
principally girls, who have been thrown out of 
munition and kindred work by the signing of 
the armistice, but, so far as I have been able 
to find, there has been, up to the present, po 
excessive abuse of the grants. There are 
several reasons for this. First, there is the 
large amount of employment at good wages 
available in Belfast, and there is no tempta- 
tion for men to get out of work in order to 
become entitled to the 29s. per week. Even 
coal porters at the docks are earning £35 per 
week. and all other grades of unskilled and 
semi-skilled labour ate earning comparatively 
high wages, while a considerable amount of 
employment is available in connection with the 
shipyard and electricity expansions and the 
development of other industrial enterprises. 

The great majority of the recipients of the 
grants in Belfast are girl workers, some of 
whom a few weeks ago were earning good 
wages in the munition factories. One engineer- 
ing firm dismissed about 300 girl workers when 
hostilities ceased, and between 200 and 300 
were dismissed by other firms. A great many 
of these girls before the war (being tho 
children of well-to-do parents) were not em- 
ployed, nor did they seek work in any of the 
various industrial activities of the city. They 
took up the manufacture of munitions princi- 
pally for patriotic reasons, and for a time many 


1 of them worked without any wages. A num- 


ber of them have now gone back to private 


life. and have no desire to return to work in” 


any industridl capacity, mor have they made 
application for the unemployed grant. On 
the other hand, there are somo cases where 
girls equally well circumetanced are applying 
and receiving the out-of-work grant. 

There is, however, a danger that the posi- 
tion of the linen industry in Belfast at present 
may lead to an increase in the number of 
applicants for the out-of-work grant-—princi- 
pally female operatives. It is well khown that 
during the war the Belfast linen mills were 
extensively engaged upon the manufacture of 
linen for the wings of aeroplanes. Although 
this work has not entirely ceased, it ie quite 
possible that in the near future there will be 
a considerable reduction in the amount of 
production of this class of linen. The Govern- 
ment, as is well known, controls the flax 
supply, and it ig suggested by business men in 
Belfast that, by. a judicious and well-devised 
scheme, carefully worked out in co-operation 
with the leaders of the Belfast linen industry, 
a good deal of unernployment might be avoided. 
It is suggested in Belfast that, instead of pay- 
ing unemployment grants to female workers 


in the linen industry who might be thrown |

BALKAN PROBLEMS. 

This very agreeable book is peculiarly 
valuable at the present moment, when 
much nonsense is being talked About the 
‘ self-determination’’ oí nationalities. 
The author, born and brought up in the 
Levant, of English parents, married to a 
man whose oillicial duties kept him all 
his life in the Balkan Peninsula, certainly 
knows as much as anybody living—except, 
Fees Mr. J. D. Bourchier—about Bal- 
kan problems. Her husband was stationed 
in many out-of-the-way places, where we 
should have thought an English Consul 
quite useless—Monastir, Uskub, Adri- 
anople, as well as the really important 
port of Salonika, where she was stationed, 
and very much at home, for many years. 
Nobody ever understood and appreciated 
Levantine society better. She also knows all 
about the race-hatreds of Turks, Greeks, 
Bulgarians, ete., whose usual way of de- 
termining that a district shall belong to 
any of them is to massacre the minority 
of other naces, and then state that the 
country is purely Bulgarian, or Greek, or 
Turkish, as the case may be. 

The real misfortune is that these 
races, at constant war with one another, 
are not severed into separate tracts ol 
country, but are mixed all over the penin- 
sula. Thus there are a vast number of 
Albanians in Greece, even still speaking 
their own tongue. There are many Greeks 
still not massacred in Bulgaria. There are 
Rumanians in Hungaria, and go on ad w- 
fuuium, The different languages were re- 
cognised and taught in the Hungarian na- 
fional schools some years ago. Not an- 
other word need be said, except that, 
without a strong suzerainty to keep all 
these warring elements in order, the peace 
of Burope can never be established. 

Lady Bhaint also has much to say about 
the pleasant sailors who were constantly 
in the port of Salonika, and she has very 
naturally elected to spend her later days 
at Malta, where these admirable people 
abound. She is so very busy with her ad- 
ventures that her son’s birth and her 
husband’s death are only mentioned by 
implication—but all her life was lived for 
them. The book is very agreeable, and is 
full of human interest.

Surely it 
is obvious that, if the Germans had ever 
believed that we would raise an army of 
the dimensions of that which we actually 
raised, they would not so lightly have 
begun to prepare for the de®astation they 
wrought smce 1914?

RECENT FICTION. 

We look forward with pleasant anticipation 
to a book from Miss Purdon. Her “ Folk at 
Furry Farm ” wae a clever gsiory, and, unfor- 
tunately, a very true picture of Irish country 
” Her “ Candie and Crib” was an exquisite, 
gmail ting, m its miniature way—much the 
finest thir that she hes written—leaving a 
beautiful, loving picture of what is best and 
purest in Irish peasant life before the mind’s 
eye. In “ Dinny of the Doorstep” she breaks 
new ground, with what success we must try to 
estimate. The book with which we cannot fail 
to compare it Js one long out of print, but un- 
forgettable for anyone who once read it. 
‘ Flittere, Tatters, and the Councillor,” a thin 


shilling brochure, came out about thirty-five 


years ago, but has never been equalled in its 
truthful portrayal of the life of the children of 
the Dublin streela. These ragamuffins are so 
true that every day one walks in a slum one 
keeps meeting them; and one can never enter 
one of the wards of a Dublin hospital without 
thinking of the closing ecene where “ Flitters " 
dies, swearing falsely to save the husband of 
the one good woman whom she knew. ' 

“ Dinny ” is not of this calibre. It omits at 
once the wit, the fun, and the tragedy of the 
older book. The two children in the new book 
might have been born in any lady’s nursery. 
Though they wear rags, and have learned 
vulgar manners, they are innately refined. The 
little older sister and the puny baby boy 
dressed up, would make the central] figures in a 
story by Florence Montgomery. We al! know too 
much now abdut the old Georgian houses in Dub- 
lin—we heard of them last 
and there is nothing especially mteresting in the 
setting of the story. From unconvincing 
slum-folk one turns to Merrion square—or is it 
Rutland square, perhaps?—to consider Miss 
Purdon's pretty, rich girl, child of a great doo. 
ter. Here she is more at home. Ruth ig a 
pretty picture of a kind and gentle girl, and 
her lover, the medical student, is a good fellow, 
worthy of such a kind wife.

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THE NATIONAL HOUSING 


SCHEME. 

The suggestions submitted to the English Local 
Government Board by the National Housing and 
Town Planning Council with regard to the oarry- 
ing out of the national housing scheme in stages 


include the following :— 

First Stacz.—That local authorities should be 
asked to send in, through the district commis 
sioners, to the Lecal Government Board, at the 
earliest possible date, definite statements of 
their proposals and difficulties (if such have 
arisen) as to the acquisition of land, and thus 
render it possible to deal with the vital question 
of the suitability and adequacy of land. That 
the details to be sent in at this stage should be 
those relating to the question of the acquisition 
of land. This stage should be passed through 
as quickly as possible, thus rendering possibl 
the passing on rapidly to’ the second stage— 
namely, that of preparing a proper lay-out of 
the land. That local authorities should not be 
urged to prepare the lay-out plans before they 
are wales gi certain that the sites are likely 
to be approved. The preparation of a plan of 
lay-out fer an sonatas site represents not only 
energy wasted, but involves the creation of diffi- 
culties between the Commissioner and the local 
authority concerned, whereas if, before the plan 
of i “ó is proposed, the site is approved, then 
the task can be entered upon with a sense oí 
reality as to the value of it. An additional 
reason for dealing only at this stage with the 
question of the suitability and adequacy of the 
land is to be found in the fact that it is desir 
able that at the earliest possible moment the 
Government should be placed in possession Ol 
the actual facts as to the difficulties experienced 
bv the local authorities in acquiring sites. 

‘Seconp STaGe.—That in the second stage the 
planning of the site should be dealt with, and 
ac the construction of the roads and sewers can- 
not be entered on until a plan of lay-out has 
been approved, local authorities should be en- 
rene. g to speed up the preparation of these 
estate development plans, which should be m 
full accord with modern ideas of town-planning, 
both in regard to amenity and economy, and 
should. therefore, be prepared by a competent 
architect or surveycr. urther references are 
also made to lay-out plans. 

Trey Stracze.—That in the third stage the 
proposals of the local authority with regard to 
designs and types of houses and cognate matters 
should be submitted te the District Commis- 
sioner and be dealt with in the same way as the 
lay-out plan. When the proposals of the local 
authorities as to the types and designs of 
houses, rents to be charged, and other points 
relating to the scheme have been finally settled, 
they should be sent en to the Central Depart 
ment for approval, and arrangements should 
then be made for the holding of a public inquiry 
by 2» housing imepector sent by the Central 
Department.
